Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1964  as  required  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  under  the  regulations  5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Departments  and  this  appears  under  a separate 
report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  each 
district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to  the  report 
relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  decreased,  being  62,250  compared 
with  63,070  last  year.  The  population  increased  by  80  in 
Cirencester  Urban  District,  by  250  in  North  Cotswold  Rural 
District,  and  decreased  by  1,330  in  Cirencester  Rural  District, 
by  20  in  Northleach  Rural  District  and  by  70  in  Tetbury 
Rural  District. 

The  comparable  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  18.1  compared  with  18.6  in  1963.  There  were  1,054  live 
births  compared  with  1,106  last  year,  the  still  birth  figures 
being  10  for  both  years.  The  still  birth  rate  per  1,(XX)  live 
and  still  births  was  9.4  compared  with  16.4  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  6.5 
compared  with  5.6  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  19.0  compared  with  14.4  the 
previous  year;  the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  20.0.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under 
four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  17.1  compared  with  9.1 
for  the  previous  year  and  with  13.8  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths  under 
one  week  combined  per  1,(XX)  live  and  still  births)  was  23.5 
compared  with  17.9  for  the  previous  year  and  compared  with 
a rate  of  28.2  for  England  and  Wales.  One  woman  died 
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in  consequence  of  childbirth,  the  maternal  mortality  rate 
{per  1,000  live  and  still  births)  being  0.9. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  665,  compares  with  781  for 
1963.  The  comparable  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  population) 
was  9.7  compared  with  1 1.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were 
204  and  92  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused 
137  deaths  of  which  36  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  33 
of  which  were  male.  There  were  25  deaths  from  caneer  of 
the  lung  in  1963.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
caused  92  deaths. 

At  death  71.9  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  65  years 
of  age  and  47.8  per  cent  to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  411  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
compared  with  1,322  for  the  previous  year,  the  decrease  in 
numbers  being  due  to  fewer  cases  of  measles  being  notified, 
306  being  notified  compared  with  1,117  the  previous  year. 
There  were  12  notifications  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  10  were 
pulmonary;  last  year  18  notifications  were  received.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  compared  with  three  the 
previous  year. 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  compared  with 
1 the  previous  year.  The  one  outbreak  affected  4 members 
of  a family.  Meat  which  was  left  over  from  a meal  was  made 
into  a stew  three  days  later  and  reheated.  The  danger  of 
eating  reheated  meat  is  once  again  emphasised. 

822  children  were  immunised  with  the  triple  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  during  the 
year, 40  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus, 
304  children  were  protected  against  tetanus  only,  8 against 
diphtheria  only  and  26  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.  Maintenance  injections  were  given 
to  770  children  with  the  triple  vaccine,  495  had  maintenance 
injections  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  384  had  maintenance 
injections  against  diphtheria  only  and  13  against,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.  There  have  been 
no  notifications  of  diphtheria  in  the  area  since  1953.  309 
children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  13  were 
re-vaccinated. 
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Oral  vaccine  for  protection  against  poliomyelitis  is  almost 
universally  used  now.  The  vaccine  is  available  for  those  up 
to  the  age  of  40  years.  No  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  were 
received  during  the  year.  About  80%  of  the  child  population 
in  the  County  have  been  protected  against  poliomyelitis 
but  the  older  age  groups  are  not  so  well  protected. 

It  is  essential  that  a high  percentage  of  the  population 
be  immunised  against  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  to  prevent 
the  re-occurrence  of  these  two  serious  diseases.  The  same 
remarks  apply  to  smallpox  vaccination. 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  disposal 
is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  In  the 
rural  districts  out  of  a total  of  1 1 1 parishes,  102  have  public 
mains  water  available  and  26^  have  public  sewers  available. 
Several  sewage  schemes  are  in  various  stages  of  preparation 
in  the  rural  districts  and  it  is  essential  that  these  go  forward 
so  that  more  dwellings  can  be  modernised  and  made  fit. 
Septic  tank  drainage  must  be  closely  watched  on  the  Cotswolds 
as  there  is  always  the  danger  of  the  effluent  getting  into  the 
water  supplies. 

Once  again  the  Councils  concentrated  on  slum  clearance 
and  housing  for  old  people.  Several  schemes  were  in  hand 
for  blocks  of  bungalows  or  flats  with  wardens’  accommodation. 
The  need  for  houses  for  young  married  couples  should  not 
be  forgotten. 

Once  again  1 would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Council  and  Committees  for 
their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

In  addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help.

Also  during  the  year  3 children  had  primary  injections 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  24  had  primary  injections 
against  tetanus  and  24  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis. 

Maintenance  or  reinforcing  injections  of  the  triple 
vaccine  were  also  given  during  the  year  to  180  children  under 
15  years  of  age,  12  had  maintenance  injections  against  diph- 
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theria,  83  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  and  8 against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis. 

The  number  of  children  who  had  combined  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  1963  was 
168  and  210  had  maintenance  injections  of  the  triple  vaccine.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
work  of  the  department  for  the  year  1964. 

In  October  of  this  year,  an  Additional  Inspector  in  the 
department  left  the  service  of  the  Council  to  take  up  a similar 
appointment  with  an  adjoining  Authority,  the  Cirencester 
R.D.C.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  meat  inspection  has  to  be 
carried  out  at  a local  bacon  factory  four  days  a week  and 
this  necessitated  two  Inspectors  being  on  duty  at  the  same 
time,  a shortage  on  the  staff  put  considerable  pressure  on 
the  department  and  only  essential  work  was  dealt  with  during 
this  period. 
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As  in  previous  years  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
of  the  Couneil,  the  Clerk,  the  Surveyor  and  officers  of  my 
own  and  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  during  the 
year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  supplying 
water  to  the  town  and  during  the  year  the  supply  has  been 
entirely  satisfactory. 

Six  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  supply 
at  various  places  in  the  town  during  the  year  and  have  been 
submitted  for  bacterial  examination.  A report  on  the  samples 
showed  that  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory.  The  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  from  the  Baunton  source  is  0.1  parts 
per  million. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
alleging  that  water  from  a particular  tap  contained  lead  and 
it  was  thought  that  the  service  pipes  to  the  house  were  at  fault. 
A sample  of  this  water  was  sent  to  the  public  analyst  for  exam- 
ination and  a report  was  received  to  the  effect  that  no  lead, 
copper  or  iron  was  detectable  in  the  sample.  This  was 
satisfactory. 

The  Water  Board  have  laid  the  following  new  water 
mains  during  the  year: 

Love  Lane— Premix  Site,  3"  diameter,  93  yards. 

Chesterton  Lane — Pinnacle  Developments,  3"  diameter, 
624  yards,  4"  diameter,  326  yards. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  Swimming  Baths  were  again  open  between  early 
May  and  the  end  of  September  and  again  proved  to  be  very 
popular. 

As  in  previous  years  reservations  were  made  for  school 
children  during  school  hours  up  to  the  end  of  July  and  special 
reservations  were  made  for  the  students  of  the  Royal  Ag- 
ricultural College  and  personnel  from  South  Cerney  Air 
Force,  and  for  Police  Cadets. 
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Sewerage 

During  the  year  a further  extension  to  the  sewer  in 
Stratton  was  completed  in  Gloucester  Road,  in  addition 
to  the  provision  of  new  sewers  in  connection  with  new 
development. 

Sewage  Disposal 

No  major  alterations  were  carried  out  at  the  Disposal 
Works,  which  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  none 
of  the  samples  of  final  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Con- 
servancy was  unfavourably  reported  on. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a 
weekly  basis  and  disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 
Certain  problems  arose  at  the  controlled  tips  due  to  fire 
which  were  dealt  with  promptly. 

During  the  year  a total  of  159  tons  of  waste  paper  were 
separated,  baled  and  sold  giving  a total  income  of  £1,239. 

Drainage 

A complaint  was  received  from  the  landlord  of  a public 
house  to  the  effect  that  sewage  was  in  the  beer  cellar.  A test 
was  applied  to  the  foul  drainage  system  which  proved  that 
the  main  6 inch  drain  at  the  back  of  the  property  was  very 
defective  and  allowing  sewage  to  seep  into  the  cellar.  The 
owners  were  contacted  and  approximately  25  feet  of  new 
drainage  was  laid.  When  excavations  were  being  carried 
out  at  this  property  it  was  revealed  that  a W.C.  from  an 
adjoining  Cafe  was  connected  to  the  surface  water  sewer. 
The  new  owners  were  not  aware  of  this  and  a proper  connection 
was  made  to  the  foul  drainage  system  on  the  site. 

A drainage  system  serving  two  private  houses  was  found 
to  be  in  a defective  state  and  part  of  the  drain  had  subsided. 
The  owners  were  called  upon  to  relay  a section  of  this  drain 
and  this  was  carried  out. 

Two  old  and  obsolete  Gordon  Syphons  were  removed 
from  main  drains  serving  three  houses  and  both  were  located 


when  excavations  were  being  carried  out  to  clear  the  drains. 
One  of  the  Syphons  was  found  under  a floor  inside  the  house 
near  to  the  pavement. 

A flat  over  a shop  was  found  to  be  without  a proper 
sanitary  sink  and  the  owners  were  prevailed  upon  to  provide 
one. 

Four  connections  were  made  to  the  Council’s  new  sewer 
in  Donside  and  one  connection  to  the  old  sewer  in  Overhill 
Road.  Previously  the  drainage  from  these  houses  had  been 
discharged  to  septic  tanks. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Normal  cleansing  of  rivers  and  streams  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  no  particular  difficulties  having  been  en- 
countered. 

A ditch  beyond  the  petrol  station  on  the  Cricklade  Road 
was  found  to  be  polluted  and  investigation  showed  that  this 
was  caused  by  an  obstructed  foul  sewer  which  was  allowing 
sewage  to  run  over  a storm  overflow  weir  and  gain  access  to 
the  water  course.  This  was  promptly  rectified  and  the  ditch 
was  flushed  out  by  lifting  a hatch  to  the  stream  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road  which  permitted  the  free  flow  of  water  through 
the  ditch. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  two  houses  were  disinfested  after  in- 
festations of  bed  bugs  and  fleas  had  been  found  in  several 
rooms  in  the  houses.  Treatment  of  these  premises  required 
several  visits  by  the  department’s  Pests  Officer  in  order  to 
clear  the  infestations. 

Offensive  Trades 

The  process  of  Fat  Extracting  and  Blood  Drying  was 
carried  on  at  the  two  Bacon  Factories  in  conjunction  with 
the  operation  of  their  Waste  Eliminating  Plants.  Consent 
to  carry  on  such  offensive  trades  was  given  by  the  Council 
and  these  processes  were  carried  out  without  causing  any 
nuisance  or  danger  to  public  health.  During  the  month  of 
April  the  smaller  of  the  two  factories  closed  down  completely 
and  its  plant  and  machinery  were  removed. 
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Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Applications  were  received,  during  the  year,  to  install 
new  oil  fired  industrial  boilers  at  two  factories  and  a large 
capacity  gas  fired  boiler  at  a new  store  in  the  town.  After 
consultations  with  the  owners  of  the  premises  concerned 
about  proposed  chimney  heights,  the  Council’s  requests  were 
met,  and  the  applications  approved. 

No  smoke  nuisances  were  recorded  from  other  premises 
during  the  year. 


Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Material  Act,  1951 

The  six  premises  in  the  town  which  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  above  Act  were  visited  and  inspected  during  the 
year.  None  required  registration. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1961 

Two  applications  were  received  for  licences  to  keep 
Pet  Shops  and  these  were  granted.  Both  shops  were  inspected 
and  found  to  be  in  order  for  this  purpose. 


Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
regarding  the  condition  of  some  brickwork  above  an  open 
staircase  at  a block  of  maisonettes. 

On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  brickwork  forming 
the  balustrade  to  the  entrance  steps  to  a first  floor  flat  was  in  a 
defective  and  dangerous  condition  and  the  owner  occupier 
was  called  upon  to  repair  the  brickwork  and  render  it  safe. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  here  in  persuading 
the  owner  to  execute  the  work  and  although  Court  Action 
was  authorised,  the  balustrade  was  completely  rebuilt  and 
made  safe,  prior  to  a Summons  being  served. 

A stone  wall  forming  the  boundary  between  a factory 
site  and  a common  right  of  way  to  the  rear  of  nine  houses 
was  found  to  be  partly  collapsed  and  in  a ruinous  and 
dilapidated  condition.  The  factory  management  was  notified 
of  the  position  and  they  were  asked  to  make  good  the  wall. 
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Although  there  was  a delay  pending  enquiries  regarding  the 
ownership  of  the  wall,  it  was  eventually  taken  down  and 
replaced  with  a timber  fence. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 
Provision  of  Sanitary  Accommodation 

When  an  inspection  was  made  of  some  properties  it  was 
found  that  3 houses  had  to  share  1 W.C.  As  a result  the  owner 
was  called  upon  to  provide  2 additional  W.C.’s  and  this  request 
was  complied  with.  ^ 

A newly  opened  cafe  on  the  south  side  of  the  town  was  ee 
found  to  be  without  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  for 
members  of  the  public  using  the  premises.  The  proprietor 
agreed  to  provide  the  necessary  accommodation  but  the 
premises  eventually  closed  down  and  the  work  was  not  done.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  food 
shops  and  cafes  and  at  12  premises  contraventions  were  found. 
In  every  case  the  occupiers  were  requested  to  carry  out  certain 
works  which  included  provision  of  washhand  basins  with 
hot  and  cold  water,  repair  and  redecoration  of  walls  and 
ceilings  and  provision  of  artificial  lighting  and  suitable 
protection  of  open  food. 


Licensed  Premises 

Inspections  were  made  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Reg- 
ulations and  contraventions  were  observed  at  6 public  houses. 
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The  owners  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  works  to  comply 
with  the  Regulations  and  as  a result  major  alterations  were 
carried  out  at  2 premises  and  repair  and  redecoration  work 
at  the  remaining  4. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 
Sale  of  Unsound  Food 

Prosecutions  were  taken  against  three  shopkeepers  for 
selling  unsound  food  to  the  public. 

One  was  in  respect  to  a wrapped  jam  and  vanilla  filled 
sponge  sandwich  which  on  examination  was  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Court  imposed  a fine  of  £5  plus  5 guineas  costs. 

Another  was  in  respect  to  a steak  and  kidney  pie  which 
was  mouldy  inside  and  the  Court  imposed  a fine  of  £10  plus 
8 guineas  costs. 

The  last  related  to  two  wrapped  sliced  loaves  which  were 
mouldy  and  the  Court  imposed  a fine  of  £10  plus  6 guineas 
costs. 

A complaint  was  received  with  regard  to  the  condition 
of  a cooked  half  gammon  which  on  examination  was  found 
to  be  unfit.  The  Council  did  not  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Court  in  this  instance  as  some  time  had  elapsed  between  the 
date  of  complaint  and  the  date  the  gammon  was  received  in 
the  Public  Health  department  for  examination.  The  time  lag, 
was  quite  unavoidable  as  although  the  food  had  been  purchased 
in  the  town,  it  had  been  taken  away  by  a family  going  on 
holiday  and  had  to  be  returned  from  some  considearble 
distance.  A warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  company  concerned. 

Four  complaints  alleging  to  foreign  matter  in  foodstuff 
were  referred  to  the  Weights  & Measures  department  of  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council  as  they  are  responsible  for 
enforcing  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act. 

Two  complaints  were  in  respect  of  milk,  one  in  respect 
of  bread  and  one  related  to  a bottle  of  lemonade  which  was 
found  to  contain  pieces  of  broken  glass.  In  this  latter  case 
the  County  Council  took  proceedings  against  the  firm  con- 
cerned and  the  Court  imposed  a fine  of  £5  plus  5 guineas 
costs. 
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Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

85  Nuisances  were  observed  and  83  Nuisances  were 
abated. 

In  general  the  Nuisances  related  to  housing  defects  such 
as  leaking  roofs,  defective  eaves,  gutters,  dampness,  defective 
floors,  walls  and  ceilings,  flooded  cellars  and  obstructed 
drainage  systems.  In  one  instance  a ditch  was  found  to  be 
polluted  and  in  another  case  a poultry  farmer  caused  a 
Nuisance  by  burning  manure. 

Owing  to  the  inability  of  a number  of  owners  to  clear  a 
combined  drain  serving  6 houses,  the  Council  arranged  for 
a contractor  to  clear  this  in  an  emergency.  This  was  dealt 
with  satisfactorily  and  all  the  owners  paid  their  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960 

12  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  Milk  were 
taken  from  the  Dairy  Premises  and  Purveyors  in  the  town  and 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  exam- 
ination. All  the  reports  showed  the  Milk  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  process  of  Pasteurising  is  carried  out  at  one  Dairy 
in  the  town  and  these  premises  are  licenced  by  the  Gloucester- 
shire County  Council. 


Shops  Act,  1950 

Prior  to  the  Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
coming  into  force,  certain  works  were  called  for  and  completed 
at  12  shops  in  the  town  as  follows:

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  of  August  but  registration  of  premises  was  required  by 
the  31st  July. 
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Application  forms  OSR  1 were  sent  out  to  the  various 
premises  which  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  early  in 
April  and  241  premises  were  registered  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
No  inspections  were  made  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

No  applications  for  licences  were  received  during  the 

year. 

As  in  previous  years  a travelling  showman  used  a site  on 
the  south  side  of  the  town  for  winter  quarters  and  no  licence 
was  necessary  in  this  instance. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

Fifteen  applications  for  renewal  of,  and  three  new 
applications  for  Slaughtermen’s  Licences  were  approved  and 
issued.  Of  this  total  of  18  Licences,  16  are  for  slaughtermen 
employed  in  a bacon  factory  and  2 for  slaughtermen  employed 
in  a knackers  yard. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  month  of  June  it  was  seen 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  duty  at  the  bacon  factory 
that  pigs  were  not  being  slaughtered  in  a proper  manner. 
After  being  rendered  unconscious  by  use  of  the  electrolethaler, 
the  animals  were  regaining  consciousness  on  the  platform 
immediately  before  being  placed  in  the  scalding  tank.  This  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  a slaughterman  had  forgotten  to  “stick” 
the  animal  which  causes  the  necessary  bleeding  and  its 
subsequent  death. 

These  facts  were  reported  to  the  Council  and  the  particular 
slaughterman’s  licence  was  revoked,  under  Section  3 of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1959,  for  a period  of  3 months. 
The  management  of  the  factory  replaced  the  slaughterman 
with  one  of  more  experience  in  carrying  out  this  particular 
part  of  the  slaughtering  process. 

Knackers  Yard 

A licence  was  issued,  upon  application,  for  the  Knackers 
Yard  attached  to  the  V.W.H.  Kennels.  During  the  year  the 
V.W.H.  Kennels  ceased  to  operate  as  such  and  for  a short 
time  no  work  was  carried  on  at  the  Knackers  Yard. 
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Later  in  the  year,  work  recommenced  and  it  was  in- 
timated that  the  private  company  would,  in  due  course, 
take  over  the  full  control  of  the  Knackers  Yard.  The  company 
was  asked  to  carry  out  several  items  of  work  to  bring  the 
premises  up  to  standard.  This  work  is  in  the  process  of  being 
carried  out. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

Both  the  bacon  factories  in  the  town  had  licences  under 
the  above  act  which  were  operative  until  30th  June,  1964. 
In  April,  1964  the  smaller  of  the  two  factories  having  been 
established  in  the  district  since  1924,  had  to  close  down  and 
ceased  to  operate  as  a bacon  factory.  Most  of  the  work 
done  by  this  factory  found  its  way  to  the  larger  factory  from 
which  an  application  to  renew  its  Slaughterhouse  Licence,  was 
received. 

The  premises  were  inspected  and  many  items  of  repair 
and  redecoration,  and  in  particular,  general  cleanliness  were 
drawn  to  the  manager’s  attention  and  the  Council  desired  this 
work  to  be  carried  out  before  any  further  licence  could  be 
granted. 

Most  of  the  work  was  done  and  a licence  was  issued. 

It  is  still  necessary  however,  to  continually  draw  the 
manager’s  attention  to  the  deteriorating  standard  of  general 
cleanliness  of  the  whole  premises  and  every  endeavour  is 
made  to  have  this  standard  improved. 

Food  and  Drugs 

Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

The  above  regulations  lay  down  the  detailed  manner  in 
which  animals  shall  be  inspected  and  also  required  the  in- 
spection of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

These  requirements  were  fully  complied  with  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  who,  in  order  to  do  this  work,  were 
at  the  bacon  factory  most  of  four  days  each  week,  and  on 
several  occasions  part  of  the  fifth  day. 

The  scale  of  permissable  charges  for  meat  inspection 
laid  down  in  the  regulations  was  revised  by  the  Council  and  a 
new  scale  of  charges  was  agreed  with  the  parent  company 
of  the  local  bacon  factory.

The  town’s  sewers  were  test  baited  for  rat  infestation  and 
out  of  37  manholes  baited  only  6 showed  definite  takes  and 
the  rest  were  clear. 

In  all  manholes  where  infestation  was  noted,  poison  baits 
were  laid  and  treatment  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food’s  requirements. 

No  major  infestations  were  found  during  the  year  but

two  areas  in  the  town  proved  troublesome  in  so  far  as  rat 
infestation  was  concerned.  Both  areas  were  visited  and  treated 
regularly  and  the  infestation  was  kept  under  control. 

The  public  generally  have  been  most  co-operative  and 
householders  in  particular  have  not  been  slow  to  report 
infestations  or  seek  advice. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

In  June  of  this  year  a complaint  was  received  from  an 
occupier  of  a house  regarding  noise  late  at  night  from  factory 
premises  near  to  the  centre  of  the  town. 

This  was  investigated  when  the  cause  of  the  trouble  was 
traced  to  a faulty  hydraulic  valve  on  a press  at  one  factory  and 
a noisy  dust  extractor  at  the  adjacent  factory.  The  manage- 
ment were  contacted  regarding  this,  the  valve  was  replaced 
and  the  company  agreed  to  use  the  dust  extractor  only  when 
material  for  moulds  was  being  mixed. 

Another  complaint  was  received  in  October  from  a 
resident  in  the  area  regarding  noise  from  one  of  the  factories. 
A visit  was  made  to  the  house  of  the  complainant  (which  was 
35  feet  away  from  the  factory)  when  the  factory  was  working 
late  at  night  and  the  noise  of  machinery  etc.  emitted  from  these 
premises  was  of  such  intensity  that  it  was  almost  impossible 
to  sleep  in  the  middle  bedroom  of  this  house  even  with  the 
window  closed. 

The  Managing  Director  of  the  factory  was  notified  that 
a Noise  Nuisance  existed  and  steps  were  taken  to  abate  this. 

A tour  of  the  factory  was  arranged  with  the  management 
in  an  endeavour  to  pin  point  the  places  where  most  noise  was 
being  produced.  This  revealed  that  the  large  compressor 
was  extremely  noisy  when  the  doors  enclosing  it  were  left 
open,  in  addition  steam  discharge  pipes  from  the  autoclaves 
were  wrongly  sited  and  the  dust  extractor  had  a noisy  motor 
which  caused  vibration  to  the  ducting. 

As  a result  of  the  findings  immediate  action  was  taken 
by  the  company  which  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  noise 
to  an  acceptable  level. 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  area  after  certain  works 
had  been  carried  out  when  recordings  were  taken  with  a sound 
level  meter  and  no  Nuisance  was  noted  on  any  occasion.

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  work  of 
my  department  during  1964. 

The  new  refuse  collection  service  was  improved  and 
plans  made  to  expand  it  still  further  and  to  encourage  the 
provision  of  proper  receptacles  throughout  the  district. 

The  completion  of  the  transfer  from  the  old  sewer  to 
the  new  at  Fairford  coincided  with  the  need  to  consider 
extension  of  the  recently  completed  disposal  works  owing 
to  expansion  of  the  village. 

The  Berkeley  Close  Estate  at  South  Cerney  provided 
80  housing  units  in  an  attractive  layout  which  included, 
for  the  first  time,  large  area  of  grass  with  trees  and  shrubs, 
all  to  be  maintained  by  the  Council.  These  are  to  be  a feature 
of  future  developments.

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out 
the  following  work  in  the  District. 

Branch  mains  were  laid  to  supply  Upper  Siddington  and 
a Caravan  Site  at  Meysey  Hampton.  A link  main  was  com- 
pleted between  Beechpike  and  Rapsgate.  Mains  extensions 
were  carried  out  to  serve  new  private  housing  development 
at  Trewsbury,  Coates,  Moor  Lane  and  Bettertons  Close, 
Fairford  and  Hampton  Grove,  Meysey  Hampton. 


Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Public  systems 
were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold  Water  Board. 
Of  52  samples  taken  on  distribution  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  51  were  satisfactory  and  one 
showed  evidence  of  slight  contamination.  Three  samples 
of  supplies  on  distribution  taken  by  R.D.C.  Inspectors  were 
all  satisfactory. 

Of  21  samples  taken  from  Estate  Supplies  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  18  were  satisfactory  and  3 
unsatisfactory. 

Forty-two  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  from  sources  serving  individual  properties  and  of  these 
25  were  satisfactory  and  17  unsatisfactory.  One  chemical 
sample  was  unsatisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary 
improvement. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from  the  Lechlade 
source  is  1.1  parts  per  million,  from  the  Ready  Token  source 
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is  0.4  pai  ls  per  million  and  from  ihc  Fail  ford  source  is  0.1 
parts  per  million.

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Sewerage 

The  transfer  of  connections  from  the  old  system  to  the 
new  sewerage  scheme  in  Fairford  was  completed  during  the 
year. 

Work  continued  on  the  scheme  to  sewer  Kempsford 
including  the  hamlets  of  Whelford  and  Dunfield  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  had  reached  an  advanced  stage. 

A Local  Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  into  the  scheme  for 
the  parishes  of  Poulton,  Ampney  Crucis,  Ampney  St.  Mary, 
Ampney  St.  Peter  and  Driffield  and  approval  in  principle 
received  subject  to  resubmission  of  details.  The  possibility 
of  incorporating  a composting  unit  for  refuse  and  sewage 
sludge  at  the  proposed  disposal  works  for  this  scheme  was 
discussed. 

A scheme  to  provide  sewerage  in  the  parishes  of  Preston 
and  Siddington  was  prepared  by  the  Consultants  who  were 
also  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a scheme  for  Kemble. 

The  possibility  of  using  a packaged  sewage  disposal 
plant,  operating  on  the  extended  aeration  principle  or  a similar 
process,  at  Hatherop,  in  connection  with  Housing  development 
there,  was  explored  during  the  year. 

Sudden  and  explosive  private  enterprise  housing  develop- 
ment is  taking  place  at  Fairford,  Outline  Planning  Consent 
having  been  given  in  the  past  few  years  to  land  capable  of 
accommodating  more  than  500  houses.  Some  of  these 
houses  are  completed  and  occupied,  many  more  under 
construction  and  still  others  in  an  advanced  stage  of  planning. 

This  will  result  in  the  recently  completed  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Horcott  soon  being  overloaded.  Instructions, 
have  therefore,  been  given  to  the  Consultants  to  prepare 
in  consultation  with  the  Planning  Authority,  a scheme  to 
extend  the  works  to  cater  for  future  demands. 

A similar  situation  is  developing  in  Lechlade  and  the 
Consulting  Engineers  have  again  been  instructed  to  submit 
proposals. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewerage  outfalls  at  Ampney  St.  Peter, 
Barnsley,  Driffield,  Kempsford,  Poulton  and  Preston  was 
carried  out  by  contract,  a mechanical  emptier  being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  the  sewers  at  Down  Ampney,  Fairford  and  Lechlade. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  first  full  year  of  the  collection  of  refuse  by  direct 
labour  was  satisfactory  in  that,  not  only  were  the  number  of 
Parishes  receiving  a weekly  collection  increased  from  seven 
to  thirteen,  but,  in  spite  of  general  rises  in  costs,  a saving  of 
over  £300  was  shown  on  the  years’  working  as  compared  with 
the  cost  of  the  previous  year  based  on  the  Contractor’s  price. 

There  was  a brisk  turnover  of  labour,  as  was  anticipated, 
but  new  recruits  were  available  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

As  a result  of  the  success  of  the  increase  in  weekly 
collections  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  weekly  service  through- 
out the  district  with  effect  from  April,  1965,  and  to  enable 
this  to  be  done  a new  35  cubic  yard,  continuous  compression 
type,  collection  vehicle  was  placed  on  order. 

It  was  also  decided  to  take  action  to  ensure  that  proper 
dustbins  would  be  provided  throughout  the  district  and  that 
from  April,  1965  a supply  of  bins  would  be  available  for  cJ 
issue  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  75  of  the  9 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  Local  Authorities  (Charges  ^ 

for  Dustbins)  Order  1957  to  householders  not  wishing  to  * 
provide  their  own. 

Refuse  Disposal  was  again  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
tip  near  Rhymes  Barn  Farm,  Kempsford.  Regular  rodent 
control  was  carried  out  there.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  pop- 
ulation, 20,430  for  1964,  shows  an  increase  of  250  on  the 
previous  year.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out 
at  the  five  centres  of  population,  and  a fortnightly  collection 
in  all  the  other  parishes. 

Refuse  from  the  southern  parishes  is  disposed  of  at 
Slade  Quarry  in  the  Cheltenham  Rural  District,  and  from  the 
northern  parishes  at  Ebrington  Hill. 

An  emergency  tip  has  been  opened  at  Five  Mile  Drive, 
Blockley,  for  use  when  road  conditions  make  travelling  to 
the  two  regular  tips  impossible. 

Controlled  tipping  is  practised  by  the  Council,  mechanical 
aids  being  a Bristol  22  Bulldozer  and  a Ferguson  tractor. 
No  nuisance  from  flies,  fires  of  vermin  occurred.

HOUSING 

Individual  action  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,

grant,  and  many  old  stone  cottages  have  been  preserved  in 
this  way.

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SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Scheme  for  Bourton-on-the-Hill  was  completed 
during  the  year. 

The  Schemes  for  Ebrington  and  Longborough  were 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  approval. 

The  Scheme  for  relaying  defective  and  inadequate  sewers 
at  Bourton-on-the- Water  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  together  with  the  Scheme 
for  Lower  Slaughter. 

The  Schemes  for  Broadwell  and  Evenlode,  and  Lower 
Swell  have  been  discussed  with  the  County  Council  whose 
suggestion  that  the  sewage  be  pumped  to  an  enlarged  Stow- 
on-the-Wold  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  being  considered. 

Due  to  proposed  housing  development  the  Council 
have  decided  to  increase  the  pumping  capacity  at  Moreton- 
in-Marsh. 

Because  of  unexpected  private  housing  development 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  district,  the  Council  decided  to 
prepare  a Scheme  for  a new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Honeybourne  to  serve  the  north-western  parishes  and  the 
parish  of  Honeybourne  in  the  Evesham  Rural  District. 

At  Chipping  Campden,  where  a new  Comprehensive 
School  is  being  built,  the  Council  have  instructed  the  Engineers 
to  prepare  a Scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  existing  Works 
which  is  overloaded.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR 
AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  1964  the  Council  stepped  forward  in  the  improvement 
of  environmental  hygiene  with  the  appointment  of  an  Ad- 
ditional Public  Health  Inspector,  and  will  reap  the  benefit 
of  such  an  appointment  in  many  ways — particularly  in  the 
improvement  of  sub  standard  housing. 

The  Public  Health,  Housing  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  suffered  a loss  in  the  year  in  the  sudden  death  of 
Dr.  E.  Bowen-Jones,  and  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Limbrick.  Their 
interest,  support  and  ability  to  see  two  sides  of  every  question 
are  sorely  missed  by  everyone  who  came  into  contact  with 
them. 

The  year  also  saw  a spate  of  legislation  requiring  action 
by  the  department,  the  most  noteworthy  being  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1964  and  The  Housing  Act,  1964. 

Progress  on  village  sewerage  sehemes  continues  to  be 
disappointingly  slow.  Much  time  and  effort  is  wasted  on 
meeting  peoples’  requirements  for  the  siting  of  sewage  works. 
Everyone  wants  main  drainage,  and  yet  nobody  wishes  to 
see  the  works. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Council, 
Medical  Officer,  and  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and 
interest  during  the  year,  and  to  my  staff  for  their  loyalty 
and  assistance.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Mains  water  is  available  almost  everywhere  in  the  district, 
supplied  by  the  Cotswold  Water  Board.  Yanworth  has  a 
private  supply  only,  and  many  of  the  old  private  supplies  are 
still  in  use  in  other  parishes.

Three  samples  of  mains  water, 
taken  by  this  Council  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers,  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  14  samples  from  private  sources 
were  taken  during  the  year,  of  which  7 were  unsatisfactory. 
One  was  from  a village  supply  which  has  since  been  improved, 
two  were  from  a small  private  supply  where  remedial  measures 
are  in  hand,  and  two  (slightly  contaminated)  were  from  caravan 
sites  which  will  have  mains  water  laid  on  in  the  near  future. 
Investigation  of  one  source  is  still  proceeding.  The  remaining 
source  is  that  at  Salperton,  which  has  been  polluted  by  a 
trade  waste,  and  the  supply  discontinued  for  domestic  use. 
As  this  case  is  likely  to  come  before  a court  of  law,  I am  unable 
to  report  further  at  present. 

14  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and, 
except  for  those  from  the  Salperton  Area,  were  satisfactory. 
Water  is  being  carted  to  the  two  houses  affected  in  this 
Council’s  area  near  Salperton.  The  fluoride  content  of  the 
mains  water  from  both  the  Bibury  and  Syreford  sources  is 
0.1  parts  per  million. 

The  dry  summer  gave  the  Water  Board  headaches, 
and  restrictions  were  imposed  in  your  area  on  the  use  of 
hosepipes.  The  spring  supply  feeding  the  hutments  at  Court- 
fields  almost  failed  but  fortunately  picked  up  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  brought  into  use  a new  bore 
at  Bibury  to  replace  the  existing  well,  and  since  that  time  the 
quality  of  the  water  has  greatly  improved,  and  is  now 
satisfactory.

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Andoversford  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  completed 
and  handed  over  to  the  Council  on  1st  October,  1964.  With 
the  erection  of  the  Unity  houses  on  the  new  site  the  works 
will  be  up  to  design  capacity,  and  if  light  industry  is  to  be 
attracted  into  the  area,  or  further  substantial  private  develop- 
ment takes  place,  (and  Andoversford  appears  a likely  possib- 
ility), provision  should  be  made  for  the  necessary  extensions. 
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The  Sherborne  Sewerage  Scheme  has  reached  tender  stage 
and  tenders  will  be  invited  early  in  the  new  year.  Unfort- 
unately for  reasons  before  recorded,  there  are  no  schemes 
at  present  available  to  follow  on. 

Shortly  before  the  inquiry  into  the  Bibury  Scheme 
objections  were  received  to  the  Sewage  works  and  it  was 
postponed.  No  new  site  has  yet  been  purchased,  although 
agreement  has  been  reached  in  principle  to  a likely  site. 

Similar  objections  to  the  sites  of  sewage  works  are  being 
met  on  the  Eastleach  and  Southrop  combined  scheme,  and 
the  Barringtons  and  Windrush  scheme. 

The  plant  at  Withington  is  working  to  capacity  and  no 
further  connections  should  be  allowed.  A comprehensive 
scheme  to  serve  the  village  must  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as 
the  economy  will  allow,  which  leads  me  to  say  that  with  rates 
of  interest  prevailing  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  it 
does  not  encourage  any  Council  to  carry  out  the  essential 
capital  works. 

Northleach  sewerage  system  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily,  and  the  provision  of  a water  supply  and  toilet 
accommodation  proposed  for  1965  will  be  of  great  benefit. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council’s  refuse  collection  service  on  a kerbside 
collection  basis,  continues  to  operate  with  one  12  cu.  yd. 
side  loader  lorry  and  two  men,  and,  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  refuse  was  tipped  on  four  tips  at  Salperton,  Brock- 
hampton,  Eastleach  and  Larkett  Hill.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  Salperton  was  sealed  off  and  abandoned  pro  tern, 
leaving  all  refuse  from  the  northern  and  western  areas  to 
be  carted  to  Brockhampton,  which  is  near  the  north-west 
boundary.  The  tips  are  controlled  but  can  only  be  kept  usable 
by  hiring  machinery  at  frequent  intervals.  It  cannot  be  over 
emphasized  that  this  is  a very  expensive  and  unsatisfacotry 
way  to  carry  out  controlled  tipping.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
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the  service  was  reorganised  so  that  a five  day  week  could  be 
operated.  As  a result,  the  new  service  introduced  on  December 
31st  gives  a weekly  collection  to  Bibury  as  well  as  to  North- 
leach. 

As  some  considerable  time  is  wasted  in  going  to  tip 
(up  to  three  hours  per  day)  a larger  compression  type  vehicle 
plus  one  extra  man  would  save  a considerable  amount  of 
time  and  enable  other  villages  to  have  a weekly  collection. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  cost  per  bin  emptied  is 
only  approximately  6d. 


Salvage 

During  1964  20  tons  13  cwts.  of  waste  paper  was  collected 
and  sold  for  £41  6s.  Od.  compared  with  13  tons  11  cwts. 
collected  and  sold  for  £27  2s.  Od.  in  1963.  The  men  shared 
20%  of  the  proceeds  between  them.  In  future,  under  the  new 
arrangements  where  no  separate  salvage  days  are  set  out, 
they  will  share  50%.  It  is  hoped  that  this  move  will  encourage 
them  to  collect  more  paper  and  so  keep  it  off  the  tips. 


Litter  Bins 

A number  of  bins  are  placed  in  the  villages  and  emptied 
on  the  refuse  collection  days,  but  still  a great  deal  of  litter 
is  left  in  the  more  popular  tourist  centres.  Although  the 
great  majority  of  people  use  these  receptacles,  there  are  a 
number  of  people  who  still  leave  their  litter  where  their  “al 
fresco  feast”  has  taken  place. 


River  Pollution 

The  whole  of  the  district  falls  within  the  Thames  Con- 
servancy area,  and,  as  in  previous  years,  co-operation  was 
maintained  with  the  Conservation  Officials.  No  action  was 
called  for,  and  the  effluents  from  both  Andoversford  and 
Northleach  Sewage  Works  were  satisfactory.

Your  Pests  Operator,  Mr.  J.  Miles,  continued  his  efforts 
to  rid  the  district  of  rats  and  mice,  and  a relatively  low  standard 
of  infestation  now  exists  generally.  One  farm  was  found  to 
be  very  badly  infested  and  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  on 
its  treatment. 

Northleach  sewers  on  test  baiting  were  found  to  be  free 
of  rats.

HOUSING 

As  in  previous  years  the  Council’s  policy  has  been  to 
improve  and  retain  as  far  as  possible  traditional  dwellings  in 
lieu  of  taking  formal  action.  This  policy  has  worked  and 
continues  to  work  extremely  well. 

No  Council  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year  although 
the  conversion  of  Oak  House,  Northleach  into  three  flats 
was  completed.  The  two  major  schemes  in  hand  i.e.  the  old 
peoples’  accommodation  at  Northleach  and  the  29  houses 
and  shop  at  Andoversford  were  not  started,  as  had  been 
anticipated,  for  various  reasons  but  an  early  start  in  1965  is 
envisaged  at  Andoversford. 
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The  access  from  Walton  Estate  to  the  A40  is  extremely 
dangerous  on  the  right  hand  turn,  and  the  Council  should 
pursue  the  matter  of  the  Northleach  By-pass  as  a matter  of 
urgency  or  an  alternative  access  to  Walton  Estate.

16  houses  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  will  be  noted  that  one  house  was  erected  in  Northleach. 
This  of  course  does  not  even  begin  to  satisfy  the  need  for  houses 
in  the  town  and  is  due  entirely  to  the  lack  of  a by-pass  with 
its  uncommitent  regulations  regarding  access  to  the  A40. 
Unless  substantial  development  is  allowed  in  this,  the  largest 
community  in  the  area,  together  with  some  light  industry  it 
is  likely,  in  future  years  to  be  a town  of  aged  people. 


Improvement  Grants 

The  appointment  of  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  together  with  the  use  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964, 
will  lead  to  some  increase  in  the  number  of  improvements 
to  cottages  either  with  or  without  grant.  The  expedition  of 
sewerage  schemes  for  villages  is  of  course  the  other  means 
open  to  increase  this  momentum,  as  many  cottages  are  so 
sited  that  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  provide  septic 
tank  drainage  at  reasonable  expense.  As  this  area  is  noted 
for  its  architecture  as  well  as  landscape  beauty,  every  effort 
should  be,  and  is  being  made,  to  retain  every  cottage;  once 
these  are  demolished  the  replacement  unit  does  not  harmonize, 
or  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  landscape  in  the  same  way  as  the 
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original  dwelling.  The  reason  for  this  is  of  course  the  old 
story — finance. 

During  the  year  30  cottages  were  improved  with  the  aid 
of  improvement  grants.  Two  other  buildings  were  converted 
into  houses,  and  the  Council  converted  Oak  House  into  three 
flats  with  the  aid  of  a grant. 

Grants  approved  were  17  Discretionary  and  23  Standard. 
Two  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  were  refused  and 
Standard  Grants  subsequently  awarded.  So  far  (December, 
1964)  £135,967  has  been  paid  out  in  Improvement  Grants, 
i.e.  just  over  £17  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  district. 

Council  Houses 

The  total  number  of  houses,  flats  and  bungalows  is 
now  381.  Properties  bought  and  converted  resulted  in  30 
dwellings. 

Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

There  are  two  sites  with  a total  of  32  caravans  situated 
in  the  area  and  8 single  licences. 

Preparatory  work  to  move  one  caravan  on  an  un- 
authorised site  was  instituted  in  the  summer  but,  before 
notices  were  served,  the  caravan  left. 

Public  Conveniences 

Northleach  is  still  the  only  place  with  a public  convenience 
and,  whilst  the  need  for  conveniences  exists  in  other  villages, 
lack  of  a mains  sewerage  scheme  prohibits  their  economic 
installation. 

Garage  Requirements 

The  necessity  for  providing  garages  will  become  more 
acute  as  years  pass  by.  The  Council  have  only  12  garages 
at  Northleach,  and  two  at  Garrick’s  Head,  Andoversford. 
Ministerial  approval  has  been  received  to  erect  nine  at  Sher- 
borne and  six  at  Withington,  and  it  is  hoped  to  erect  these 
early  in  1965. 

The  Council’s  future  policy  should  be  to  provide  or  allow 
room  for  one  garage  per  house. 
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Factories  Act,  1937/61 

Apart  from  the  experimental  factory  at  Brockhampton, 
all  factories  are  of  a small  nature,  e.g.  bakehouses,  blacksmiths, 
and  garages. 

If  the  area  is  to  retain  its  younger  population,  some  light 
industry  must  be  provided  as  an  alternative  to  agriculture. 
Every  pressure  should  be  brought  on  the  Planning  Authority 
and  relevant  Ministry  to  zone  suitable  industrial  sites  and  the 
Council  should  do  their  utmost  to  assist  would-be  developers.

Also  during  the  year  5 children  had  primary  injections 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  12  children  had  primary  in- 
jections against  tetanus  only,  3 had  primary  injections  against 
diphtheria  only  and  2 had  primary  injections  against  diphtheria 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis. 

Maintenance  or  reinforcing  injections  of  the  triple 
vaccine  were  also  given  during  the  year  to  101  children  under 
the  age  of  15  years,  18  had  maintenance  injections  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus,  14  had  maintenance  injections  against 
diphtheria  and  two  had  maintenance  injections  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Avening  and  a small  part  of 
Cherington  the  whole  district  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  Avening  and  the  village  of 
Cherington  are  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  North  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
contains  no  more  than  a trace  of  fluoridef 

Of  the  13  parishes,  9 have  public  water  supplies  and  the 
remaining  4 are  supplied  as  follows: 

Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of 
Culkerton  which  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The  supply  in  Ashley 
has  been  improved  by  the  sinking  of  private  boreholes  at 
North  Farm  and  The  Old  Rectory. 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  estate  supplies  which  are  fairly 
satisfactory,  although  the  National  Trust  are  having  difficulty 
in  maintaining  a satisfactory  supply  to  Fernley  Farm  and 
are  investigating  alternative  sources  of  supply. 

Kingscote.  The  water  supply  arrangements  in  this  parish  are 
still  very  unsatsifactory.  The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
have  submitted  a scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  mains  from 
Calcot  to  supply  Kingscote  village  and  the  hamlet  of  Bagpath 
although  little  progress  has  been  made  owing  to  difficulties 
in  the  negotiations  between  the  Water  Company  and  the 
Kingscote  Estate. 

Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a good  private  supply  run 
by  the  Westonbirt  School  and  affords  a piped  supply  to  all 
the  parish  other  than  Lasborough  which  has  a separate 
piped  supply. 
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Water  Samples 

A total  of  17  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies. 
8 were  satisfactory,  3 suspicious  and  6 were  unsatisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Batbs 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  the 
private  swimming  pool  owned  by  Westonbirt  School  is  open 
to  the  public  during  the  school  summer  holidays.  The 
standard  of  treatment  and  maintenance  is  very  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Tetbury 

The  sewage  works  are  operating  satisfactorily  and  pol- 
lution of  the  River  Avon  has  been  remedied  except  for 
periods  of  excessive  rainfall  when  the  storm  overflows  are 
in  continuous  operation,  due  mainly  to  infiltration  and  road 
surface  water  gullies  connected  to  the  sewers.  A scheme  for 
the  re-laying  of  defective  portions  of  the  existing  sewers 
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together  with  the  provision  of  a separate  surface  water  sewer 
for  the  Silver  Street  and  The  Green  area  is  awaiting  Ministry 
approval. 

Avening  and  Cherington 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes 
has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year. 

Didniarton  and  Leighterton 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  prepared  a 
combined  scheme  for  the  two  parishes  with  a disposal  works 
at  Didmarton  and  a pumping  station  at  Leighterton. 

Shipton  Moyne 

Numerous  complaints  of  smells  from  the  old  street 
drain  and  culvert  in  the  village  have  been  received.  These 
nuisances  cannot  be  remedied  satisfactorily  unless  a public 
sewerage  system  and  disposal  works  are  provided  and  the 
Council  have  requested  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  submit 
a report  and  prepare  a scheme  for  the  village. 

River  Pollution 

No  cases  have  arisen  during  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Public  Conveniences  in  Tetbury  have  been  satis- 
factorily maintained  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  properties 
where  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect 
fortnightly.  No  salvage  is  collected. 

The  Council  purchased  a new  Dennis  Paxit  refuse 
collecting  vehicle  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  which  has 
improved  the  collection  service  and  working  conditions  of 
the  operators. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Herd  Lane  was  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  except  for  a short  period  when  numerous 
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complaints  of  flies  were  received  from  householders  in  the 
Cirencester  Road  area.  It  was  found  that  the  flies  had  become 
resistant  to  the  insecticide  being  used  and  tests  with  alternative 
materials  remedied  the  nuisance. 

Negotiations  have  commenced  with  British  Railways 
regarding  the  possible  extension  of  the  tip  on  to  the  disused 
railway  line  but  little  progress  has  been  made  to  date.  The 
Avon  River  Board  have  also  been  consulted  regarding  the 
piping  of  the  stream  between  the  existing  tip  and  the  railway 
property. 


HOUSING 

Housing  Act,  1957 

During  the  year  4 representations  under  Section  16  of 
the  Act  were  considered  by  the  Council  and  undertakings 
accepted  in  each  case. 

6 families  were  re-housed  under  this  heading  during  the 
year  and  2 cases  of  overcrowding  were  re-housed. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area. 

Council  Houses 

The  scheme  on  the  allotment  site,  Tetbury,  subsequently 
named  St.  Mary’s  Road,  was  finished  during  the  year  with  the 
completion  of  16  aged  persons’  bungalows,  communal  hall 
and  3-bedroomed  Warden’s  flat. 

After  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  a suitable  person 
for  the  post  of  Warden  on  the  site,  Mrs.  Rogers  was  appointed. 
She  has  carried  out  her  duties  in  an  excellent  manner  and  has 
become  a friend  to  all  the  old  people  on  the  site. 

The  Council’s  architects  have  prepared  a scheme  for 
the  extension  of  the  St.  Mary’s  Road  site  with  86  additional 
units  of  accommodation.  There  will  be  14  additional  bun- 
galows as  an  addition  to  the  existing  aged  persons  site,  8 
one-bedroomed  flats,  24  two-bedroomed  flats,  33  three- 
bedroomed  houses  and  7 four-bedroomed  houses.  All  the 
dwellings  will  be  of  the  factory  built  type  supplied  by  Messrs. 
Reema  Construction  Ltd. 
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Negotiations  continued  regarding  the  purchase  of  7 acres 
of  land  off  Old  Hill,  Avening  and  a scheme  was  prepared  by 
the  Council’s  architects  for  32  three-bedroomeed  houses. 
It  was  hoped  that  Planning  consent  for  the  erection  of  the 
Reema  factory  built  house  on  this  site  would  be  forthcoming. 

A scheme  for  the  provision  of  5 aged  persons’  bungalows 
in  the  parish  of  Shipton  Moyne  adjoining  the  existing  Council 
houses  was  also  prepared.  Negotiations  regarding  land  are 
progressing  satisfactorily.

Garages 

A further  12  lock-up  garages  were  erected  on  the  St. 
Mary’s  Road  site  in  Tetbury.  The  Council  how  have  45  lock- 
up garages  in  Tetbury. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a further  51  garages  on  the  St. 
Mary’s  Road  estate  and  32  on  the  Old  Hill  site  at  Avening. 

The  Council  approved  the  erection  of  2 garages  and  the 
formation  of  10  parking  spaces  by  Council  house  tenants. 

The  acquisition  of  land  off  Chavenage  Lane,  Tetbury  for 
the  erection  of  approximately  47  garages  to  serve  the  Romney 
Road  estate  was  considered  but  no  agreement  was  reached 
with  the  owner. 

There  is  a long  waiting  list  for  garages. 
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House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 — Improvement  Grants 
Discretionary  Grants 

16  applications  in  respect  of  18  dwellings  were  approved 
and  certificates  of  completion  for  9 dwellings  were  issued 
during  the  year.  The  average  grant  per  dwelling  amounted 
to  £362.  To  date  a total  of  202  dwellings  have  been  improved 
with  Grant  aid. 


Standard  Grants 

12  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  approved  and 
12  certificates  of  completion  issued  during  the  year.  To  date 
a total  of  85  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved. 


New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council’s  building 
byelaws  amounted  to  89  during  the  year,  including  16  new 
dwellings,  41  alterations  and  additions,  38  garages  and  17 
miscellaneous.  During  the  year  22  houses  were  completed 
by  private  enterprise. 

The  development  of  The  Close  grounds  in  the  centre  of 
Tetbury  made  good  progress  during  the  year.  The  layout 
includes  some  53  dwellings,  a County  Fire  Station  and  a 
County  Library  and  Clinic. 


Caravans 

There  are  no  camping  or  caravan  sites  in  the  area  but 
5 individual  caravans  were  licensed. 


Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

During  the  year  43  licences  were  issued  under  this  heading. 
Of  these  1 1 were  for  filling  stations  and  32  for  industrial  or 
agricultural  purposes.
